A tall man wearing a slouch hut and 
carrying a leather case or satchel jumped 
out and walked up the steps. He was 
evidently expected, for he did not have to 
knock at the door. It was opened from within 
as he reached the doorstep. The shutters 
were closed and the room was lighted. The 
man who remained in the buggy turned 
around, whipped up the horse, and 
drove rapidly south. Shortly after 


Starkey left Toronto Sunday, May 5, the 
day after Cronin’s disappearance, without 
leaving word with any one, unless in secret, 
as to his destination. He took train Na. 5, 
12:20 p. m., on che Great Western Division of 
the Grand Trunk, which makes connection 
at Hamilton with New York, Detroit, or laxe 
steamers. He reuppeared Friday, May 10, 
the day Long’s first dispatch to the effect 
that Cronin was in Toronto was sent out. 
After remaining oyer Saturday, when the 
second and detailed interview was flxed up,

FATAL. STORM IN KANSAS. 


Seven or Eight Persons Killed by a Cyclone 
at Clements, on the Santa Fe. 

Emporta, Kas., May 28.—/[Special. |—Word 
reached here this evening of a cyclone this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock which crossed the 
Santa Fé Road two miles west of Clements, a 
small station thirty-two miles west of here. 
The wires are down and information is 
meagre. It is reported seven or eight per- 
sons have been killed. Many houses and 
barns were destroyed, among them that of 
Milton Brown, who was instantly killed. His 
| wife and sou were badly injured. 

A conductor of a stock train who arrived 
in Emporia at 9 o’clock tonight says he 
passed through Clements just after the cy- 
clone and in plain sight of part of its 
destructive doings. The cloud looked square- 
shaped like a house with its lower portion 
surrounded by a white cloud looking like 
steam, which seemed to rise from all around 
the main dark cloud. As it came 
through the timber it cut a clean 
swath, apparently destroying every- 
thing in its path, and when it struck 
the Cottonwood River it looked as if it. was 
cutting paths through the river, piling up 
the water on both sides. He saw Capt. 
Brown’s stone house demolished, another 
with the roof and one side torn off, and still 
another lifted and carried from its founda- 
tons. He afterwards learned that the peo- 
ple in the latter house took to the celler and 


then driven off. From the cottage he drove 
one block north on Ashland avenue, then 
turned westward until he reached the Elston 
road, which is a particularly dark roaa, fol- 
lowed it past the Belmont avenue bridge to 
Fullerton avenue, turned into Fullerton 
avenue to Perry street, where the wagon 
was first noticed bya Lake View officer, 
to Clark street, to Diversey, and up the 
Evanston road. At Frederick street, and 
again at Diversey avenue, police officers saw 
the wagon and bay horse such as Woodruff 
undoubtedly drove.

FIRST GENUINE IRONCLAD. 


Progress in the Construction of the Armored 
€ruiser Maine at New York Navy- Yard. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 28.—Reports from 

the New York Navy-Yard are to the effect 

that nearly ail the steel frames for the ar- 
mored cruiser Maine are now ia place and 
that gratifying progress is being made in 
the construction of the vessel. To givea 
visible evidence of how the ship will appear 
when completed a most elaborate model, 
about four feet long, has been made at the 
Washington Navy-Yard and placed in Secre- 
tary 14 oftice. It represents a vessel of 
over 6, tons, as fine in lines as is con- 
sistent with the great power rogues to bear 
up the enormous armament of about forty 
guns, ranging from tour great ten-inch rifles 
down to small revolving cannon. e horse- 
power will be 9,000, calculated to drive the 
vessel at seventeen knots speed; but the 
principal poiny of interest about the ship is 
the fact that, except the monitors, she will 
be the first vessel built since the war that is 
really an ironclad, relying not on protective 
steei deflective decks, but on a solid belt of 
heavy steel armor encircling her vital parts.

The House at the Last Moment Passes the 
3 Burke Bill. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 28.—[Special.]—The 
chatte] mortgage sharks got their deserts to- 
day when the House passed the Burke bill, 
which proposes to regulate them. The bill 
was the next tothe last on the calendar of 
Senate bilis on third reading and several 
futile attempts were made to force a sine die 
adjournment, but the overwhelming majori- 
ty, aided by Speaker Miller, maintained 
enough order to transact business.

Provided that nothing herein shall apply to the 
sale of furniture by regular dealers on the 
so-called installment plan. Provided this 
act shall not apply to the foreclosure of 
chattel executed prior to the time 
this act shall take effect. No chattel 
executed by a married man or married woman 
on household goods shall be valid unless joined 
in by the husband or wife, as the case may be.

Chicago's Chances for Victory Lost Through 
Umpire Barnum’'s Faulty Decisions. 

Boston, Mass., May 2%.—[Special.]—Thanks 
to the incompetency of Umpire Barnum Chicago 
Was this afternoon robbed of all chance of vic- 
tory in its opening game of the season with Bos- 
ton, and what would have been a close and ex- 
Citing if not an extra inning game was stripped 
of all semblance to a contest before half of the 
allotted nine innings had been played. The Chi- 
cago players were not the only ones to rebel 
against the Barnum system of umpiring. Boston 
itself, or at least that portion of it represented 
by the 6,000 enthusiastic supporters of the game 
which crowded the grand stand and bleachers, 


stamped at least one of the decisions as mani-. 


festly wrong when it groaned and hissed for fully 


two minutes over the decision which gave Boston 


life enough in the inning to make a jug-handled 
affair of the score. Had a competent man been 
behind the catcher the score would have stood 
2 to 1 in favor of Chicago at the end of the first 
inning, 2to 2 at the end of the fourth, 3 to 2 in 
favor of Boston at the end e the fifth, 
4 to 3 in favor of Chicago at the end 
of the sixth, and tied by a score of 5 
to5atthe end of the ninth inning, and conse- 
quentiy anybody's game. As it was it stood 7 to 
2 at the end of the fourth inping, and even 
then, when Chicago was still playing ball for all 
it was worth, and had by hard work sent two 
men across the plate im the sixth, Barnum 
treated the visitors to an icewater bath by un- 
justly declaring >ommers out at third, thus kill- 
ing the tworuns just scored. It was then that 
the crowd arose and hissed Mr. Barnum until he 
turned red in the face. It was characterized b 
such old-timers as Tim Murnane and E. F. 
Stevens as the worst umpired game each had 
ever seen, and this sentiment was voiced tonight 
by each and every one of Anson's gentlemen. 

Of course Boston sent Clarkson into the box, 
and without doubt he is a greater John this year 
than he was last, if, indeed, he is not greater 
than he ever was as a vitcher. He is not lobbing 
the balls over the plate this year as he used oc- 
casionally to do when with Chicago and during 
his first year with Boston. On the contrary, his 
delivery was marked by great speed throughout 
the entire nine innings, and yet he showed the 
same brainy discrimination in judging his men 
that he has always done. Little Duffy was per- 
baps the only batsmaa of the afternoon Clark- 
son could not fool, for, with the exception of 
Duffy and Sommers, he struck out every man in 
the team once or more, and, though Sommers 
did not strike out, his batting was impaired by 
the effectiveness of the pitching. Duffy, how- 
ever, would not bite worth a cent at the puzzling 
outcurves which John sent at him one after the 
other and planted his bat squarely against the 
sphere every time he went to bat. ' 

With the exception of errors by Bastian and 


Pfeffer the fielding of both teams was pestest, 


and much of it of a stvle to arouse the big crow 
to enthusiasm.

Some Curious Handicappings. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
In this neighborhood the air is full of kicks on 
the handicaps for the Pullman road race. The fol- 
lowing are afewof the complaints which have 
been heard since the handicaps were made pub- 
lic: 
A, who is well known by the manager and em- 
ployés of the Columbia agencyof this city, is 
given a start of eleven minutes and forty-five sec- 
onds, although in a trial a few days ago he rode 
from the Leland Hotel to Pullman in fifty-four 
minutes (one minute slower than the fastest 
time made last year), with which fact the above- 
mentioned gentlemen are well acquainted. In 
the way of explanation it may be said thatA 
rides a Columbia wheel. 

B. whose best time to Pullman is four minutes 
slower than A’s, is to be started three minutes 
and fifteen seconds behind A. B rides a Victor 
safety. 

C bought his wheel not more than a month ago, 
yet heis put in the 7:15 class with a man who 
won two first prizes at Cheltenham the 18th of 
May. O rides a Star.“ 

The seven-minute class contains D, whose 
time to Pullman is slower than that of either A 
or B. His name and the name of the wheel he 
rides (Victor) seem to be sufficient cause for 
cutting him down. 

E is a little chap about five feet one inch in 
hight and light in proportion.

The socalled Investigating Committee of 
the Illinois Senate, after a partial and su- 
perficia) examination of the facts in the 
case, submitted a report yesterday solemaly 
vindicating Mr. Jacob Bunn. It found the 
Senators not guilty of bribery, and in so do- 
ing demonstrated that they voted to kill the 
Merritt and all other anti-trust bills, because 
they had natural and spontaneous sympathy 
with rapacious combines and trusts and no 
regard for their preélection pledges to pro- 
tect the people against outrageous conspira- 
cies of capital. 
The Investigating Committee carefully re- 
frained from summoning Mr. Thomas M. 
Avery of Chicago or Mr. Gruenhut of Peoria. 
Itdid not nquire into the fact that the 
Standard Oil Company had its agent, Mr. 
Flagg, at the State Capital holding secret 
conferences with Senators at the crisis of 
the trust legislation. 

The committee deliberately falsified tne 
utterances of some of the witnesses, espe- 
cially those of the managing editor of Tun 
TRIBUNE aad its reporter, attributing to 


the older East as an intellectual centre. She

any anti- trust legislation, but hypocritically 
pretended to favor it. The Senate was 
openly hostile. The treachery of one body 
and the enmity of the other accom- 
plished all the. most ardent monopolist 
could ha ve desired. There was as much un- 
willingness shown to deal with monopolies 
separately as collectively. The bills allow- 
ing City Councils to fix the maximum rates 
of gas and telephone companies were smoth- 
ered in committee through the kind exertions 
of the friends of the monopolies and were 
kept there till the close of the session.

ate. The thing was ingeniously planned and 
neatiy executed. While neither House could 
be versuaded to tread on the toes of a soli- 
tary moncpolistac corporation both united 
in passing the bill to strip municipalities of 
the power to say whether street railway com- 


panies shall change from horse to cable power, 


and left it entirely in the hands of the 
corporauons to decide. Under this bill, 
if the Governor approves it, the city 
may be gridironed with cables, and nobody 
injured thereby can be consulted about it. 

As it was impossible to get the General 
Assembly to do anything against trusts, 80 
was it impossible to get it to do anything for 
labor. The Savings Bank bill was beaten by 
Chicago Democratic members. The various 
measures which were championed by Labor 
men, good, bad, and indifferent, were mostly 
knifed by those who represented labor dis- 
tricts. What one House passed the other 
would not. The bill to check the rapacity of 
chattel mortgage sharks also failed, for it 
was not merely for the benefit of the poor, 
but it attacked a money making gang of 
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ment. They often think it. manly in the

Anti-trust legislauon of all kinds was de- 
liberately beaten by the Illinois Senate. The 
Merritt bill, vicious and radical as it was, 
served as a club with which every meritori- 
ous measure bearing on the same subject 
was struck down. There can be no excuse, 
no decent paliiation of the conduct of tuose 
Senators who refused to take up the Mer- 
ritt bill for discussion or amendment or 
for the substitution in its place of any 
one of the several good bills that were be- 
fore the Legislature. The Senators shame- 
fully betrayed their constituents to the trust 
combines. If they did it from pure affection 
for the capitalistic conspiracies and absolute 
indifference to the rights of the people, so 
much the worse for the Senate. 


THE WORK OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The Legislature has finally rested from its 
labors, and it now remains to sum up what 
it nas done and, what is of almost equal im- 
portance, what it has failed to do. Every 
session is memorabie for the fight over some 
bill which becomes a kind of legislative 
storm centre. Six years ago it was the high 
license measure, four vears ago the Chicago 
Election law. Two years ago there was a 
quieter session. The most important bills 
passed—thne Bank act, the Savings Bank bill, 
and the Jury Commission measure—got 
through without much discussion, but of 
these one was set aside by the Supreme 
Court and the other by the people. 

The most important action of the body 
which has just adjourned was the passage of 
the Drainage bill, which concerns not merely 
Chicagoans but the residents of the vailey 
and much of the remainder of the State of 
Illinois. It was the storm centre” of the 
session. It was fought not with partisan 
or political bitterness, for there wus no 
politics in it, but with corporate hostility ana 
persistence. Large moneyed interests felt 
that its success incidentaliy menaced their 
future dividends, and they did all they could 


to remove the bill. They failed, but they 


left no stone unturned to beat the drainage 
channel and the waterway competition it 
would create. a 

Next in importance comes the City Annex- 
ation bill, which takes the place of an in- 
effectual one passed in 1887. It is of value 
not merely to Chicago but to all cities and 
townsin the State which wish to enlarge 
their boundaries, By the close of next 
month its practical workings will be seen 
here on a grand scale. 

The Compulsory Education act, if enforced, 
will rid the city streets of the boys who are 
growing up to be the criminals of the future. 

The Primary Election bill gives to this city 
a reasonable assurance of honest primaries, 
which could have been secured under no 
previously existing legislation. Its passage 
is @ triumph for honest conventions, and 
both parties will share in its benefits. 

Among the other bills whicn are of general 
value are those for the administration of 
property by trust companies for the benefit 
of heirs; for the identification of criminals; 
for the codificauon of the school laws; for the 
‘modification and improvement of those re- 
lating to insurance; to prevent the circula- 
tion of objectionable literature; amending 
the Banking act by providing the minimum 
amount of capital with which a bank shall 
be allowed to organize in the various classes 
of cities—which will be submitted to the peo- 
ple next year; providing for tive stock and 
township insurance; amending the Game 
law; and establishing a State Historical 
Library and State Court of Claims. Among 
the bills which apply specially to Chicago 
were those permitting the use of one ballot- 
box at town and city elections and permitting 
the Lincoln Park Commissioners to estab- 
lish a driveway. 

So far as appropriauons are concerned the 
record of the General Assembly is good. 
Those of two years ago, though mainly the 
work of Democrats who voted almost solidly 
for all of them, were made the basis of 
charges of Republican extravagauce during 
the last campaign. The majority party de- 
cided to go slow on expenditures this year, 
and ithas doneso. It has not wasted much 
money on new institutions, and has kept the 
appropriations down to a little over seven 
million dollars for the two years. The tax 
levy will therefore be lower than it has been 
for some time. 

This is the substance of what was done. 
‘What was left undone? The regulation of 
monopoly trasts, which is considered of im- 
portance enough to be mentioned in the Na- 
tional platforms of great parties, was dealt 
with after a fraudulent fashion. The House

cial need of haste, and it is better to act 
slowly and understandingly. The important 
and pressing revenue question was neglected. 

Of whatare known as sandbagging bills 
there were not many. A few were intro- 
duced anc pushed to a point where those 
who offered them saw nothing could be made 
out of them, or where the interests menaced 
“came down,“ when they were dropped. It 
was hardly necessary to resort to sandbag 
bills this year to provide meat for members. 
The anti-trust movement and the popular at- 
tacks on various monopolies took the com- 
bines”’ and syndicates to Springfield early in 
the session, and they took some cash with 
them to pay expenses. When such great in- 
terests were threatened, and all the corpora- 
tions had come down to see the boys, it was 
nonsense to be peppering away at isolated 
monopolies. * 

Such is the record of the General Assem- 
bip which has just adjourned. Its members 
have returned to private life. They have 
gone singly to face their constituents. It is 
for the latter to decide finally whether they 
are satisfied with the work of weir agents, 
and whether the latter have lived up to the 
instructions given them and the pledges they 
made. It is the opinion of Tus Tarsune that 
inafew cases these constituents will say 
well done, good and faithful servants,” 
but in most instances, in this county at least, 


they will cast the aforesaid servants into 


outer darkness. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE SENATORS. 

Men may be divided into the two classes 
of those who have good or bad digestion, of 
those who look on the sunny or the dark side 
of life. Just now no Democrat has his di- 
gestive apparatus in the best of order, and 
few of that persuasion are taking sunny 
views of things. Chief among these de- 
spondent Democrats are the Washington cor- 
respondents of the New York Sun, Times, and 
World, They take gloomy views of all matters, 
but chiefly concerning President Harrison and 
the Senators of his party. They fear there 
will be “ war” between them, growing out of 
the distribution of the offices which is now 
going on. They say never before has there 
been such strife, so many heartburnings, 
such internecine warfare, growing out of the 
appointment of Tom rather than Dick, and 
Jack rather than Harry. 

Those with long memories may remember 
such things have been said ever since Gen. 
Jackson introduced the office broker into pub- 
lic life. Ithas been announced during the 
first months of every administration that 
war witbin the party would follow the un- 
wise distribution that had been made of the 
spoils, and that it would be the bloodiest fight 
on record, There have been such squabbles, 
and the Republican party has had its share 
of them, but no President elected by that or- 
ganization has caused fewer of them than the 
present incumbent, unless it be Mr. Lincoln, 
who came into power inawarcloud which 
diverted the public attention from office- 
seekers. He was fortunate, too, that he 
could satisfy many of those who besieged 
him for places with epaulettes, which led 
them to glory often, but oftener to the grave. 

Thus far President Harrison’s appoint- 
ments—and the biggest ones have been made 
—have been satisfactory not to the defeated 
candidates nor their backers but to the mass 
of the people. The feeling has been general 
that the man named for a place has been, all 
things considered, the best one mentioned in 
connection with it, and that the choice of 
one of the other contestants would have 
given less satisfaction nine times out of ten. 
There have been no outrageous selections, 
like those of Cieveland, which turned the 
stomachs even of the mugwumps. It is 
amazing that President Harrison should have 
done so well, considering the army of office- 
seekers that has marched up to Washington 
with Senators and Representatives as guides 
and friends. Such is the devotion of Ameri- 
cans to the public welfare when it pays well 
that for every office there are at least 100 in- 
trepia volunteers willing to undertake its 
perils and its responsibilities. It reminds 
one of the Mexican (picnic) War, when for 
every regiment that was called out ten ap- 
plied to be mustered in. It makes one have 
high hopes of the country to see so many 
willing to toil in its service. Naturally those 
whose ardor is chilled by rejection feel 
a little sore at first ana say harsh things 
of the man who did not choose them. The 
Congressional office broker who wanted to 
kill two birds with one stone—to get a patriot 
in office and to repay a political debt or make 
a friend against next convention day-—also 
feels sore and talks of secession and revolt 
and all that sort of thing. 

But what does one of these tempests in 3 
Congressional teapot amount to? Suppose 
one or more Senators do sulk? The sympa- 
thies of the great mass are with the Presi- 
dent as against them. Hopeless of getting 
‘offices themselves, and therefore not seeking 
them, the people have no pity for those who 
fail to get them. The masses take a mild de- 
light in their representatives’ disappoint 
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out of his ponderous and rather vague 
phrases and made plain, Cleveland’s doctrine 
is that the Bourbons must hoid together and 
up to the time of the election promise ail 
things to capture the civil service reform 
mugwump vote and then coolly violate their 
pledges after being elected. He disposed of 
the open spoilsmen and avowed haters of 
civil service reform in short order. He de- 
clared no party could hope for success unless 
it claimed to have in view “ the promotion of 
the public good and the advancement of the 
welfare and prosperity of the country.” He 
added significantly: “There never was a 
party platform or declaration of principles 


| “which did not profess these things and 


„ make them the foundations of the party 
“creed; and any body of men who should 
“openly proclaim that they were associated 
“ togetner for the express purpose of gain- 
“ing supremacyin the Government, with 
“the sentiment of distributing offices and 
“the spoils of victory among their associ- 
**ates, would be treated with ridicule ana 
“scora.”. This avowal of tricky purposes is 
certainly vlain enough. Even though the 
party has no other purpose than the seizure 
of the spoils it would be suicidal to deciare 
that fact openly and in advance of the elec- 
tion. The admpnition as to what may be 
“openly proclaimed” and as to the neces- 
sity of an “express purpose which shall 
seem disinterested and patriotic ought to be 
sufficient to silence the spoils grabbers until 
the victory is won. 

But, while Mr. Cleveland showed the prime 
necessity of catering to and deceiving the 
mugwumps and demanded that symptoms of 
spoils hunger must be suppressed, he 
tipped a wink to the assembled Bour- 
bons. “Of course,” he said, “in the 
supremacy of party there are advantages 
to its members, and this is not amiss.” 
When Mr. Cleveland and his Secretaries 
chopped off the heads of 80,000 capable and 
faithful Republican officeholders and gave 
the vacant posts to Democratic strikers and 
ward workers he furnished unequaled proof 
of the advantages to members” which 
accrue as the result of “the supremacy of 
party.“ In six months Cleveland made more 
removals from office than all the -Presi- 
dents did before Jackson. Noten Presidents 
put together can show such a record of 
spoils grabbing as Mugwump-elected Cleve- 
land. His official ax worked so rapidly the 
strokes could hardly be counted. The 
changes made for partisan reasons during 


the Cleveland Administration are without 


precedent in this or any other country. Yet 
he says to the New York Democrats he has 
eng excuses or apologies” to make. What 
more could they ask? He declares as frankly 
as circumstances will permit, and within the 
lines of political cunning and evasion which 
he announces to be the conditions of success, 
that he has no regrets and would again 
preach civil service reform for the mug- 
wumps and seize the spoils for the Bourbons. 

Mr. Cleveland insists that much as they 
are opposed wae old reform preaching and 
spoils practice must prevail and the Democ- 
racy cannot win in any other way. Beyond 
guestion he thinks himself the only man who 
can please the mugwumps with theory and 
preaching and also satisfy the hunger of the 
Bourbons with offices and spoils. His speech 
amounts to a deciartion that the Democrats 
cannot expect to win with any otber candi- 
date.

man named Sherwood, supposed to connected 
with the Dueber Watch Case 1 45 that 
Thomas M. Avery, President of the Elgin Com- 
pany, had wired him (Bunn) to employ counsel 
to defeat the Merritt Trust bill and to send the 
bill of expense to him (Avery). 

Upon this information, and this information 
alone, the managing editor of THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE sent the reporter (Stevenson) to 
Springfield to interview Jacob Bunn. 

e reporter came to Springfield Wednesday, 
May 21, 1889, and procured an interview with 
Jacob Bunn. The reporter took no notes at the 
time of said interview, which lasted three quar- 
ters of an hour, and wrote it from memory. The 
next day upon his return to Chicago the article 
thus written was turned over by the reporter to 
the night editor of THe TRIBUNE, and later was 
submitted to Mr. Patterson, the managmg 
editor, and approved by him. 

The article may be divided into two parts: 

First—General though emphatic charges that 
bribery had been practiced in the Illinois State 
Senate, and that by the lavish use of money 
the all-powerful corporations have killed the 
Merrftt Trust bill.” It also states that it is Mr. 
Jacob Bunn's own charge bribe 
practiced in the Senate of the State of Illinois. 

The second 22 of said article purports to give 
the interview in full and quotes the language of 
both parties. 

The interview proper as reported by Mr. Ste- 
venson nowhere puts in the mouth of Mr. Bunn 
any charges that money has been paid out to 
Senators for any purpose. The most that can be 
said that Mr. Bunn stated in said interview is 
thatafund has been raised to kill the Merritt 
Trust bill. 

Mr. Stevenson in his testimony utterly failed 
to point out any part of said interview which can 
— | be construed into a charge that any 
money had been paid to any one toinfiuence his 
vote upon the bill, but stated plainly that the 
charges of bribery, commencing with the 
opening sentence of the article, were mere “ed- 
itorial ebullitions to make a ‘catchy article“ 
that would attract attention. Mr. Stevenson 
while under oath refused to say that Mr. Bunn 
told him that any money had been used to infiu- 
ence the action of any Senator, but stated that 
he inferred that bribery had been practiced from 
the fact that Mr. Bunn had stated that a fund 
had been raised to kill the bill. 

Mr. Jacob Bunn in his evidence denied em- 
phatically every statement made by the reporter 
that he had any knowledge of or had ever stated 
that a fund had been raised to kill the Merritt 
Trust bill. Mr. Bunn also states that every 
reference du said interview to the 
raismg of a fund for that pu Was 
made by the reporter himself, and that he (Bunn) 
repeatedly said to the reporter that he knew 
nothing of any such fund having been raised by 
any one. Mr. Bunn also stated that neither he 
nor any one connected with or interested in the 
Springfield Watch Company had contributed 
anything to such a fund. 

Mr. John W. Bunn. one of the directors of the 
Springfield Watch Company, was equally era- 
phatic in his denial of any knowledge that such 
a fund had been raised. He also stated that he 
had notin any manner sought to influence the 
vote of any member of this General Assembly 
upon the Merritt Trust bill. 

Mr. Patterson, the managing editor of Tun 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE, stated in his evidence that 


“he had received exactly the same (no more) for 


printing the articie referred to herein as [than] 
the Senators had received.” 

Mr. A. S. Trude, counsel for T CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, after hearing the evidence of the re- 
porter, Mr. Stevenson, stated to your committee 
t was evident that TAI TRIBUNE had been 
tricked into publishing the article. [This is a 
falsehood. } 

Your committee issued a subpoena for Mr. A. 
Serewicz, the Chicago agent of the Dueber 
Watch Case Compeng, and sent the Sergeant-

Your committee, after carefully considering 
the evidence before it, finds that the article in 
question in the first part thereof contains spe- 
eific charges of wholesale bribery in the Senate, 
which are entirely unsustained by the reported 
interview which follows.

UPROAR IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 


MM. Laguerre and De Cassagnac Make 
Speeches That Create a Sensation. 
Panis, May 28.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Laguerre gave notice that he 
would interpellate the Government in rela- 
tion to the delay of the Senate in making a 

report in the case of Gen. Boulanger. 

President Meline replied that while he was 
desirous to respect the liberty of the tribune 
it would be impossible to allow M. Laguerre 
to make such an interpellauon. The Senate, 
he said, was entirely independent in this 
matter, for the issue was of a judicial char- 
acter. The Chamber had no right or power 
to interfere. 

M. Laguerre referred to recent interpella- 
tions made in the Chamber concerning the 
slowness of a certain judicial action. The 
President of the Senate while sitting in a 
case like that of Gen. Boulanger was similar 
to an examining Judge, and Government 
had a right to inform him that the procedure 
was slow. If no debate was permitted on 
his interpellation public opinion would se- 
verely judge parliamentarism, and the 
Chamber would exhibit a fear of universal 


These remarks caused an uproar. When 
it subsided M. de Cassagnac declared that M. 
Meline had taken it upon bimself to assume 
the guardianship of the majority. He asked 
the republicans to show some decency, and 
denounced the President’s decision as an ig- 


‘noble mockery of justice. 


Here there was a renewal of the uproar. 

M. de Ca ac in conclusion said if the 
deputies retained any feeling of shame, 
courage, or duty they would vote to allow M. 

erre to p with his interpellation. 
Chamber, after passing a vote censur- 

ing M. de Cussagnac, proceeded with the 
order of the day by a vote of 308 to 216.

Paris, May 28.—Mr. McLane, ex-United 
States Minister to France, in a farewell let- 
ter to President Carnot, in which he incloses 
a photograph of the statue of La Salle pre- 
sented to Chicago by Mr. Lambert Tree, 
says: 

America remembers that she owes France not 
only for military assistance which assured her 
independence, but as well for mera! support and 
generous ideas, and also for work of the mission- 
ary pioneers and explorers who opened to civili- 
zation the immense region of the Great West, a 
region which is tending to become more and 
more the centre of population and industrial, 
commercial, and intellectual activity of tne 
United States. I have made a point of recalling 
this debt of gratitude at the moment when 
France celebrates the centenary of tne grand 
principles of social enfranchisement which re- 
newed the whole earth and whose beneficent ef- 
fects have made themseives felt even in the most 
monarchical countries.

Gold street building was of brick and five 
Stories in hight.

The employés rushed out of the buildings 
pell mell, but the dozen girls who were em- 
ployed on the top floor of No. 14 Gold street 
had a close call. Two of them risked their 
lives in dashing down the narrow stairway. 
They were Nellie Nasmith and May Sewall 
of Jersey City. In the meantime the other 
girls were being dragged out through the 
skylight to the roof and thus made their es- 
cape. Not too ‘soon, however, for as they 
fled to the roof of the adjoining building No. 
14 was literally a mass of flames. 

In Platt street the fire was the fiercest. 
No. 14 was doomed from the start. It was 
occupied by Billings, Taylor & Co., whole- 
sale paint and varnish dealers; S. M. Huber, 
oils and paint supplies; the Bohemian Glass 
Company, and on the top floor by Petterson 
& Co., advertising novelties. The oil made 
fine fuel for the flames, and every now and 
then a smothered explosion would be heard 
as the fire reached the explosives. Itis es- 
timated that the total loss will reach $200,000.

CIVIL SERVICE UNDER CLEVELAND. 


Crooked Work in the Custom- House Exam- 
ining Board Being Investigated. 

New York, May 28.—|Special. |—Deputy 
Collector Comstock’s suspicions of crooked 
work in the Custom-House Civil Service 
Examining Board have ripened into certain- 
ties in the light of the developments made in 
the investigation begun by the National 
Civil Service Commission today. Mr. 
Roosevelt's report, on which the in- 
vestigation is based, showed that 
the examination for the civil service of 
the custom-house ~~ the last two or 
three years had been conducted in a way that 
warranted some action more severe than 
censure.

PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Dr. Crosby Explains His Position on Tem- 
perance—The Detailed Proceedings. 


New York, May 28.—At the opening of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly today the Rev. 
Dr. Crosby said he was sorry to see the protest 
he made against the temperance resolution re- 
corded. His object in opposing the adoption of 
the sentiment was to prevent the church being 
dragged into the political arena. He offered a 
resolution setting forth that the action taken in 
the temperance question must not be construed 
as the indorsement of any political party. This 
was unanimously adopted. 

The report of the Special Committee on Edu- 
cation was then taken up. The Rev. Dr. Henry 
C. McCook of Phiiadelphia said he did not agree 
with the recommendations of the standing com- 
mittee in which was condemned the practice of 
terming extraordinary those cases where the 
age at entering upon collegiate studies was 
under 25 years. He moved to refer that part of 
the report back to the committee, and urged the 
adoption of a resolution which provided for the 
appointment of a special committee of seven on 
increasing the number of ministers. 

The Rev. Dr. T. S. Hamlin of Washington sup- 

rted Dr. McCook’s resolution. The Rev. Dr. J. 
M. Worrall amended to have the matter referred 
to the joint consideration of the special commit- 
tee and the Committee on Unemployed Minis- 
ters. The motion was finally adopted in the 
form of the appointment of tue joint committee, 
with instructions to report at the next assembly 
whether it was advisable to agp any method of 
introducing ministers into the church other than 
those now in vogue The Rev. S. J. Nicoll was 
appointed Chairman of that committee. 

r. Crosby got a motion adopted explanatory 
of the vote on the prohibition question which 
was taken yesterday. This motion was to the 
effect that, while the vote favored prohibition, it 
was not to be looked upon as expressing any 
political sentiment whatever. 

e Rev. Dr. Thompson, Chairman of the Cen- 
tefinial Fund Committee, announced that $616,- 
000 had been raised for disabled ministers. 

The Judici Committee reported that in the 
ease of the Rev. Dr. West, who complained 
against the Synod of Minnesota for refusing to 
receive a complaint against the Presbytery of 
St. Paul, it suspended judgment because the 
synod had not made a record of the transaction. 
The complainant was on hand and spoke on his 
case, but when recess arrived it had not been 
settied. 

The case of the Rev. Dr. West against the 
Synod of Minnesota was continued at the after- 
noon session. A warm argument between the 
Rev. Dr. Dickey and the complainant in the case 
took place, but the matter was finally adjourned 
for a year, the synod in the meantime being in- 
structed to complete its record. 

The Moderator announced that he had ap- 

inted the Rev. Drs. Crosby, Humlin, Dickey, 
Wade. Foster, and Allison as the committee to 
visit President Harrison on the African slavery 
question. 

At the evening session the place of the next 
meeting was fixed at Saratoga Springs the last 
Thursday in May, 1890, in the First Presbyterian 
Church. 

By resolution the Rev. Dr. Thurber of the Syn 
od of New York and Col. Elliott F. Shepard were 
appointed delegates at large to the International 
Presbyterian Conference, which will be heid in 
Paris next Septem ber.

Gresham?—A Mugwamp Story About It. 


InpraNaPouss, Ind., May 26.—[Correspond- 
swe New York Times (Mus.). — People 


for Indiana. Politicians feel sure that it will 
be one of the two, notwithstanding the fact 
that Justice Matthews was an Ohioap, and 
the further fact that the Republicans of that 
State think that among their number are sev- 


eral good lawyers some one of whom is fit to 


be a member of the Unitea States Supreme 
Court. 

Last winter, before Justice Matthews’ 
death, when it looked as though the next va- 
cancies in the Supreme Court would be cre- 
ated by the voluntary retirement of Justice 
Miller and Juscice Bradley upon their pen- 
sions, it was given out here by Judge Woods, 
by Attorney General Michener, and others 
that Woods would be selected to fill Justice 
Miller’s place, and that Judge Gres as 

a punishment for daring to be a candidate 
4. the Republican Presidential nomina 
against Harrison at Chicago, would be passed 
over and be obli to undergo the humilia- 
tion of seeing a District Judge promoted over 
his nead. Just before Gen. Harrison left here 
for Washington, however, Juége Gresham 
came here and keld court for a day or two. 
It was reported on high authority that, dur- 
ing that visit, Judge Gresham and Gen. Har- 
rison met; were reconciled; that Judge 
Gresham was offered and accepted the first 
vacancy in the Supreme Bench, and that 
oods was told that he should be pro- 

ted to the United States Circuit Judge- 
8 which Judge Gresham now has. 

Woods himself, with more or less pleasure, 
accepted this settlement and told Hiram 
Brownlee of Marion, the Republican leader 
of the House in the State Legisiature, with 
whose father he studied law, that a Circuit 
Judgeship was ail he could get, and that, 
moreover, it was probably all he was fit for. 
In this estimate of Judge Woods’ qualifica- 
tions Mr. Brownlee, who has known him ail 
his hfe, ; and besides Mr. brownlee, 
who — un level head, believed that for Gen. 
Harrison to remove Judge Gresham from the 
Presidential field by raising him to the Su- 

reme Bench was the wisest kind of politics. 
He knew, as did all the prominent Republic- 
an politicians of lodiana, that Gen. Harrison 
began playing for 1892 as soon as he heard 
and Mr. Brownlee be- 
lieved that his chance of a renomination 
would be atly improved if Judge Gresh- 
am — be out of the way. 

When Stanley Matthews died Judge Gres- 
ham’s iriends naturally supposed that he 
would be offerea the piace without delay. He 
is nota resident of the judicial circuit of 
which Ohio forms a part, dut that is not an 
insurmountabie obstacle, for of late years 
little regard has been paid to the residence of 
a Justice of the Supreme Court. Onio fora 
while had two Justices—Waite and 
Matthews; Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
which are in the same circuit, for years each 
had a Justice, and when Justice Clifford, a 
resident of Maine, died, President Arthur of- 
fered the place to Senator Edmunds, a resi- 
dent of Vermont, a part of the New York 
circuit. Gen. Grant’s offer of the Chief 
Justiceship to Senator Conkling, a resi- 
dent of New York, where Justice 
Nelson’ resided after the death of 
Chief Justice Chase, an Ohioan, is not 


forgotten. Republicans living in the circuit 


to which Justice Matthews belongs—Ohio, 
Michigan, Kentucky, ana Tennessee—were 
willing that Judge Gresham should be 
chosen to fill his place. They acknowledged 
Judge Gresham’s remarkable abilities and 
preéminent fitness for the Supreme Bench, 
and that no Republican in their States was 
bis equal therefor. But Judge Gresham 
heard nothing from the President. Weeks 
went on and it was whispered that Judge 
Gresham would hear nothing, that the Presi- 
dent hadother views, and that Gresham 
would be permitted to stay in the Circuit 
Court. 

Then the Ohio Republicans sounded the 
President as to the selection of a good Re- 
publican lawyer of their State, and tue Michi- 
gan Republicans su ted the name of a dis- 
linguis Republican lawyer in Detroit. 
they received no encouragement, and are now 
in anything but a happy mood. hile 1t has 
been widely: telegraphed from Washington 
chat Law- partner Miller is sure of the 


place, it is a curious fact that Woods | 


feels sure too. He has recov- 
ered from the humility which possessed him 
during his talk with Mr. Brownlee, and now 
talks confidently, but quietly, with Attorney- 
General Michener and other .- intimates 
about his promotion. It 1s a curious thing 
about Woods that he was appointed to his 
— place upon the recommendation of 
udge Gresham, whom de succeeded when 
the latter became a member of Arthur’s 
Cabiact, and for a while was his ardent 
evlogizer, not to say flatterer. Now he has 
turned round, and loses no opportunity of 
abusing J udge Gresham, who is his superior 
officer on the bench. Last winter, when 
Judge Woods pretended to be in doubt about 
the law of the Dudley he did not con- 
suit Judge Gresham, wbo is the presiding 
Judge of the United States Circuit Court 
here, and who would have come here and 
discussed the case at length, but sent to 
Washington and consulted Justice Harlan 
by ietter—or, rather, he says he did, and 
tries to make Justice Harlan responsible. 

Mr. Miller himself says that tne President 
bas not vet made a choice. He told a friend 
recently that just before the Supreme Court 
adjourned for the summer he called the 
President’s attention to the vacancy, and 
asked if they should fill it hen. No,“ re- 
pliea the President; the court will not meet 
again until October, and we will leave it for 
a while.“ 9 his family are con- 
dent that he will get the piace. It was his 
family who first published the news that he 
was to be Attorney General. His oidest 
daughter, Miss Florence Miller, is fascinated 
with Washington life, and she has written 
to her girl friends here that she did not think 
her fatner would ever return to Indianapolis 
to live; his home for the future would be in 
Washington.

rd a the vacant Justice- 
sbip, even after his rience with Murat 
Halstead’s — hve Hino or the German mis- 
sion, and that is the possibility of the rejec- 
tion of an unfit nomination py the Senate. 
Yet there are influential Republicans who 
say that neither Miller nor Woods will be 
confirmed by the Senate if ever nominated. 
Judge Gresham has taken no part in this 
thing. In fact, he no longer lives here. His 
home is in Chicago, and there he voted last 
November for Harrison and Morton. But 
information with regard to the history, char- 
acter, attainments, and professional standing 
of Miller and Woods has been sought for and 
obtained by a Republican member of the 
Judiciary Committee of the United States 
Senave, and it has been imparted. 

This committee consists of Senator Ed- 
munds, Chairman, Senator Ingalis, Senator 
Hoar, Senator Wilson, Senator Evarts, Sena- 
tor Pugh, Senator Coke, Senator Vest, and 
Senator George. Someof these gentlemen 
areon record as unalterably opposed to the 
election of any one to the Supreme Bench 
who is not a first-class lawyer and a man,of 
spotiess ile. Miller's life is all right, but ‘he 
is a second rate lawyer. Woods is a medio- 
cre lawyer. The Judiciary Committee of tne 
Senate, it is intimated, will recommend 
neither Miller nor Woods for confirmauon. 
It is understood here by certain quiet but 
well-informed persons that if the President 
nominates any one but Gresham, who is not 
aresidentof the Judicial circuit of which 
Michigan and Ohio are a part, Senatar Sher- 
man and Senators Stockbridge and McMilian 
Will oppose his confirmation. They are will- 
ing to take Judge Gresham, but no one else 
who is not a citizen of Ohio or Michigan,

The Atkinson Car Sorings Company and 
the City of Chicago split even in their contest in 
Judge Williamson's court. The company was 
charged with maintaining a nuisance at their 
works, corner Paulina street and Bloomingdale 
road, by causing an offensive odor by tne opera- 
tion of tempering their springs in oil and with 
violating the health ordinance. Test cases were 
brought before Justice Woodman, who fined the 
company $100 in each. The company appealed, 
and the jury found them not guilty of violating 
the health ordinance but guilty in the other case, 
in which they assessed a fine of $80. The city, it 
is understood, is not satisfied, and will keep up 
the fight.

ST. PAUL STATEMENT FOR APRIL. 


Net Earnings in Advance of the Old Year— 
The Fundiog Scheme. 

New YORK, May 2%.-—A great deal of im- 
portance was attached to the St. Paul state- 
ment for the month of April issued today, as it 
clearly indicated what the result of the opera- 
tions for the new fiscal year ending June 30 
would be. For the mpnth of April the gross 
earnings were $1,819,531, against $1,825,698 for the 
corresponding month a year ago, a decrease of 
$6,167; operating expenses were 61,340,759, 


against $1,482,694, a decrease of $142,135; . 


and net earnings of $478,771, against 
$342,808, an increase of $135,967. For the four 
months of the calendar year ending April 30 the 
net earnings were $2,050,960, against $996,133 for 
the corresponding period in the preceding year, 
an increase of $1,054,827. The fiscal year hereto- 
fore was the same as the calendar year, but was 
changed by the Wisconsin Legislature so that 
it will end June 80 hereafter. For the ten 
months of the new fiscal year already re- 
ported the net earnings were $7,665,413, against 
$7,048,946 in the twelve months of the cal- 
endar year ending Dec. 31. 188% This is 
more than enough to pay the fixed charges for 
the entire year and the April dividend of 24% per 
cent on the preferred stoc In 1888 the interest 
on the funded debt amounted to $7,048,976 and the 
Apri dividend on the preferred stock was $540,- 
27, making the total requirements $7,591,248, and 
leaving a balance from the ten months’ earnings 
of $74,165. Calculating the income from other 
sources the same as in the calendar year, 218, 
173, and the net earnings for the last two moaths 
e as in 1888, $879.812, 
there should be a surplus over all charges, in- 
cleding the April dividend, from the operations 
for the fiscal year of $1,172, 150. 

After the statement was issued friends of. St. 
Paul directors intimated strongly that a scheme 
for funding the high rate interest bonds and the 
preferred stocks into a long time bond bearing 5 
* cent interest has been practically completed. 

t is understood that about $15,000,000 bonds, 
maturing within the next ten years, will be fund- 
ed immediately. The funding operations are ex- 
pected to reduce the charges ahead of the com- 
mon stocks $500,000 per annum. 


THE SCHORE SUICIDE AT BALTIMORE. 


Why the COlergyman Killed Himself—An 
Interview with Mrs. Margaret Smith. 

BALrI Non, Md., May 28.—On the street, 
in the clubs—everywhere—the one topic of 
conversation has been the cause of the Rev. 
Henry Greenfield Schorr’s suicide Sunday 
morning as published in an out of town 
paper to which he had sent both his corre- 
spondence and that of the woman he loved 
as well as her name. Schorr evidently was 
a peculiar man, taking his mvals at an ex- 
pensive hotel and having comfortable rooms 
at the St. Paul’s parish bouse. A favorite 
with the fashionable congregation of St. 
Paul’s, where he was assistant rector, he 
constantly refused to talk about his parents, 
who lived in a humbie way in an obscure 
part of town. Having borrowed their sav- 
ings, he was ashamed of them. He gave 
many false reasons for his periodical 
gioom. First a friend had committed sui- 
cide because he had urged the payment of a 
debt; then a mythical sister was seriously 
ill in Brooklyn, etc. 

At Schorr’s funeral today the Rt.-Rev. 
William Paret, D. D., Bishop of Maryland, 
and the Rev. J. 8. B. Hodges, stor of St. 
Paul’s, recited the ceremony of the church, 
and no remarks were made by either clergy- 
man. 

A reporter called this evening at the home 
of Mrs. Margaret M. Smith, No. 1219 North 
Charles street, the woman who Schorr says 
ruined his life. She is tall and siender, and 
has dark eyes and black hair. She looked to 
be about 40 years of age. 

The letters as published were true,“ she 
said, but Mr. Schorr’s act in sending the 
love letters was the act of a coward, and was 
done because I would never marry him. At 
the time 1 wrote them I really did care for 


dim, but I told him I could not marry him. I 


was a woman much older than Mr. Schorr— 
in fact, he wasa boy tome. I knew nothing 
of his family ana he would never tell me avy- 
thing about them. His continued attentions 
won my regard, and I did learn to love him, 
but always told him I could never marry him. 
I tnink he was crazy, and his act in sending 
my letters and picture to a newspaper was 
the act of acoward. The last paragraph in 
the newspaper is absolutely false and was 
written in a spirit of revenge.“ 

She referred to this rambling letter: 

SATURDAY, May 25, 1889.—It is nearly Sunday 
morning. I am desperate, not because Mrs. 
Margaret M. Smith has deceived me. She be- 
came engaged to me, and when I objected to cer- 
tain of her actions with other men she was mad 
and said she was independent of me. She is a 
miserable, deceptive woman. She treated the 
Rev. Mr. Pond of Philadelphia the same way. 
Indeed, claiming that she loved me, she per- 
suaded me to write the letter of rejection to him. 
He considered himseif as her engaged lover for 
five years, and yet in all that time she has been 
a gay woman. She will talk about the untruth I 
told Mr. J. H. Flagler of her in the presence 
of C. W. Benedict, but she made me promise I 
would lie to Mr. Benedict about Mr. Flagler’s re- 
lation to me so she could get Benedict in her 
power, [expect. Like a fool I did. H. G. 8.
